Amount of money, $180.53. Summer Term : Teacher, Miss Dora 
P. Clay. Wages per month, $26.00. Length of school, twelve 
bis Number of pupils, forty-three. Average attendance, thir- 
ty-three. 

Miss Clay is an active and enthusiastic teacher. The school un- 
der her instruction made excellent progress, and fully sustained its 
previous reputation of being one of the best in town. 

Winter term: Teacher, John B. Merrill. Wages per month, 
$28.00. Length of school, eleven and one-half weeks. Number 
of pupils, forty-two. Average attendance, thirty-four. 

To lead scholars to think appeared to be the aim of the teacher, 
and the practical tendency of the instruction deserves commenda- 
tion.
